Sometimes a method called foreign 
protein therapy has

of some protein substance, 


such as boiled milk, which pro- 


j duces reaction of the body, usual- 
1 ly with fever. This seems to stim- 
! ulate resistance, and often has a 


favorable effect on the iritis. 


When anything goes wrong with 


the eyes, diagnosis and treatment 
should not be delayed, as the risk 
ot permanent damage is grave.
